1/t, That the profperity and power of this kingdom de- 
pend, in a great meafure, upon its trade and manufactures ; 
and that the growth and inereafe of thefe have been the 
chief fource of its upulence, and of the rife of the value of 
the lands. 

adly, That the Manvfaturers of Scotland find difficulty 
in maintaining a competition with the neighbouring coun- 
tries, from the high price of provifions, and trom the necef- 
fity of an importation of grain even in plentiful feafons. 

3dly, That thefe uniavourable circumitances have been 
much increated, and our improvement retarded by the ope 
ration of Corn Laws, which not only re{train importation, 
but promote by bounties the exportation of grain from a 
country which caanot fupply the wants of its own inhabi- 
tants, thus forcing the price of corn and meal much above 
their natural rate. 

4thly, Thet the alterations at prefent propofed in the 
Corn Laws, will tend to increafe this grievance, as they are 
evidently calculated to raife the price of grain over ail Scot- 
land, but more efpecially in this part of it, by confining the 
proof to the prices at Edinburgh, one of the richeit counties 
in Scotland; and to make an unjuft diftinétion between this 
country and our fellow-fubjeéts in England, where the im- 
Portation is regulated by the prices of grain in thofe counties 
into which it is neceflary to be imported, while the pooreft 
of our counties are propoied to be regulated by the price of 
the moft fertile, 

Sthly, That until that happy period fhall arrive, when the 
Landed, as well as the Commercial men of the kingdom, 
hhall fee their true intereft in permitting the free importation 
and exportation of corn at all times, this Houfe will ufe their 
utmoft endeavours to maintain and fupport the prefent Corn 
Laws, fo far as regards the opening and foutting the ports of 
Scotland by the prices in each cowtty, and will contend for it as 
they would do for their dcareft and moft important interefts, 
confiding in the wiidom and juttice of Parliament, that they 
fhall be treated on an equal footing with his Majelty’s fub- 
Jects in England. 

6thly, ‘That, therefore, this Honfe think it incumbent on

At a Meeting of the Directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce and Manufaétures, held here this day, 
Tomas Epincton, Efq; in the Chair, they came 
to the following refolutions, refpecting the propofed 
alteration of the Corn Laws. 

Refolved unanimoufly, 

I. That it is the opinion of this Meeting, that 
the prefent law refpecting the opening and fhutting 
of the ports, for the importation and exportation of 
grain, has been, and is fubjeét to much abufe, and 
fhould be amended. 

I1. That it is the opinion of this meeting, that 
in a matter of fuch importance as an alteration of 
the Corn Law, much deliberation and attention are 
requifite; and that the interefl of the Landholder, 
the Farmer, the Mantfaturer, and the Labourer, 
thould be impartially confidered. 

III. That it is the opinion of this*meeting, that 
this body corporate fhould fupport fuch alteration of 
the Jaw only, as fhall appear to them belt adapted to 
the general good of the country at large. 

IV. That it is the opinion of this Meeting, that 
a Committee be appointed to take the fubject, in 
the above liberal view, into ferious confideration, 
and to report to the next general Meeting of Di- 
rectors of this Chamber, to be held on Wednefday 
the 6th of December next. 

V. That it is the opinion of this Meeting, that 
thanks fhould be returned to the Gentlemen who 
have favoured the Chamber with their obfervations 
on this important bufinefs, and that all papers which 
have been, or may be tranfmitted, fhould be laid 
before the Committee, for their confideration.

OnservaTions on the New Form of Process.

3. | T is believed, that the Church in general will 


object to the abolition of the cenforial power, 
which hath been vefted in prefbyteries as a nobile of- 
ficium from the firft eftablithment of the Reforma- 
tion. 

This is a power in prefbyteries to enquire into the 
grounds of a fama clamofa againft a minifter; to 
lead a precognition ; and, if they fee caufe, to infti- 
tute a procefs by libel, which is tried in the firft in- 
{tance before themfelves, yet fubjeét to the review of 
the Synod and General Affembly. 

The fole obje&tion which is pretended to lie a- 
gainft this ancient ufage; is, that it appears as a me- 
taphyfical folecifm in law, that the fame Court 
fhould be libellers and judges in the fame caufe. 
But.an incongruity, which is in fpeculation only, 
ought not to be too haftily condemned, otherwife 
the Britith conftitution itfeif muft be branded with 
abfurdity. For three independent branches in one 
legiflacure, with a final negative in every cafe, velt- 
ed in each branch, is a great fpeculative abfurdity ; 
yet in practice it is found to be the moft falutary in- 
{titution which ever took place in the political inter- 
efts of men. To condemn an eftablithed practice, 
it is not enough to, fnew that its principle is incon- 
gruous in fpeculation ; it ought to be fhewn that it 
hath produced bad effects in the feries of affairs. 
Now, it is a certain fag, that no inftance can be 
produced in which the cenforial power of prefbyte- 


ries hath ever been attended with any bad confe-~ 


quence whatever. No act of injuftice hath ever 
been traced to that fource : And it is another cer- 
tain fact, that much good hath been derived to the 
Church from that power. Many offenders, whom 


, 


no private party chofe to meddle whh, have, by the ; 
watchful care of tHeir brethren, béen thus broughie to | 
jaftice 5 and, on the othes hand, innocent men, who | 
had fuffered by the tongue of flander, have, by this 
mode of eaquiry, been vindicated before the world, 
Under the law as it now ftands, a clergyman, whofe 
charaster is hurt by the voice of fame, can go to his 
prefbytery and demand an enquiry, which may lead 
either to the deteéion of guilt, or the vindication of 
innocence. Under the propofed regulation he has 
no fuch refource, for his prefbytery has no power e- 
ven to take cognizance of any fuch matter. 

Here again the bufinefs is likely to be {poiled by 
a forced analogy to the fecular courts. ‘The Crown 
has a public profecutor, and therefore a public pro- 
fecutor in the Church mult faperfede the authority 
of prefbyteties.: 

t is. now prépofed, "That when there is a fama 
clamofa againtt a mipifter, the prefbytery are to fend 
word to the Procurator of the Church, who is there- 
upod to lead a precognition, and lay it before next 
General Affembly ; and the pono | is to order 
him, if they fee caufe, to ferve a libel, and to con- 
duct the procefs at the public expence. 

The objections againit this new fy{tem are many, 
and art infurmountable. ft, It tends to the anae- 
ceflary publication of feandals ; every fama clamofa, 
whick might be finally difcuffed in the provincial 
court, muft come forward at once to the General 
Affenbly ; a circumftance which tends to hurt tie 
reputation of the order. 2d, There will never af- 
ter this be any private profecutor. What heritor or 
other parifhioner will put his hand iu his pocket to 
lay out his money in a procefs, at the rifk of being 
cenfured as a flanderer if he fails in his proof, when 
there is an officer who is bound to profecute all fuch 
eaufes at the public expence? 3d, Who can anfwer 
for thé condpét-of the Procurator? We can all an- 
fwer forthe‘gentleman who at prefent, with honour 
tohimfelf, and with advantage to the Church, fills 
that office. | Buti who. knows what his fucceffors 
may be! Indolent, perhaps, or unfkilled im ecclefia- 
{tical bufinefs, they may either be flack in doing 
their duly, or may blunder bufinefs by mifmanage- 
ment; and ‘as there will in future be no other pro- 
fecutor,'one infufficient man, whom fuccefsful inter- 
eft may inveft with the Procurator’s office, will un- 
hinge the whole difcipline of the Church for a life- 
time.» But even this is, not the worlt; for, »4th, 
The Procurator, however qualified and upright, can- 
not in perfon either lead precognitions, or conduct 
‘proceffes at a diftance from the’ metropolis. All 
bufinefs of this ktnd, therefore, without the bounds 
of the'prefbytery of Edinburgh, mutt be conducted 
“by country/attornies, acting under the Procurator’s 
commiffion} What will be the feelings of preibyte- 
ries’ to fee ‘that important truft, of watchmen over 
ope anothdr, thus’ wrefted from them, and put into 
fuch hands, deemed, it {eems, more worthy to ex- 
ercife it?--to fee country attornies, independent: of 
, their conttoul, leading precognitions refpecting the 
moral chatacter ‘OF ‘clergymen ‘within their bounds, 
and guilty, it may be; of grofs and irremediable par- 
tiality ,ro either fide, as their little. private interefts 
may lead theng? Ido not fuppofe that, under fuch 
ian arrangement, -prefbyterics would ever trouble the 
Procurator with a fama clamofa: They would, ra- 
ther fuffer an unworthy individual to remain undi- 
fturbed, tham fubmit to the difgrace and danger of 
this form of procefs. 

The cenforial power ought not by any means to be 
furrendered ;. it: is a precions and a facred right ; 
and it hath always hitherto been exercifed with ju- 
{tice and with hopour, . Let.us not hear of condudt-_ 
ing thefe cavfes, at the public expence, as a reafon 
for this invafion of fuch a right; prefbyteries con- 
duct gyry own bufinefs without any expence: Their 
clerks Make out the writings ; they are their own ad- 
vocates in fuperior courts, and there is no propriety 
in applying the public money of the Church in a new 
plan, which profefles to relieve them, but which in 
. fact degrades them. “ 

To remoye_ all apprehenfions from the metaphyfi- 
cal difficulty above mentioned, let it be remembered, 
that though the prefbyceries try the caufes upon their 
own libel, their en is not final, but their whole 
procedure is reviewed by a fuperior court, if a party 
chufes to appeal, or a fingle member of court, dif- 
pleafed jwith the judgment, complains for redrefs. 

“It is} perhaps, only for this year, that it fhall be 
a inate of ecclefialtical law, that members of in- 
ferigr gourts may in any cafe either complain to their 
fuperiors for redrefs of wrong, or be permitted to 
explaig the grounds of judgments which they have 
proaounced, for the new overture aims at the aboli- 
‘tion of both thefe rights, 

4- In the Overture, chap. viii. §. 7. we find the 
|. following {trange propofition,: «* If parties fhall not 
appeal and proteft, then the fentence thall become 
final as to thofe parties ; nor fhall it be brought un- 
der, review of any fuperior court, by complaint of 
any member of the inferior, fo as to affeé the faid 
parties in‘any manner of way. Burt-it is {till com- 

etent to any member of fuch inferior court, to 
Dring any fentence under review by complaint, to 
the fale purpofe of fubjeGing the court to the cenfure 
of their fuperiors.”” 

What good end this novel dostrine is intended to 
ferve, pafles all comprehenfion. Perhaps we fhall be 
told? that. there is no provifion in the civil courts 
like }this which is meant fo be abolifhed. Be it fo, 
that is no reafon for altering the law of the Church. 
The privilege of complaint is experienced in its fa- 
lutary éffects at every fynod, and every Afitmbly of 
the Charch. ~ Almoft every decifion in the ecclefia- 
{tical courts bears an immediate or remote relation 
to the conftitution ; tending either to confirm, or to 
thake its fabric.— A minority of a court, who think 
that wrong is done, and the conftitution injured by 
a particular decifion, ought to have the privilege of 
carrying the caufe to their fuperiors, and of craving 
to have the wrong redrefled. There are many cafes 
in which no party will appeal.—If the majority of a 
prefbytery acquit:a guilty marPupon their own libel, 
the pafel will got appeal.—If upon the procurators 
libel, according to the new plan, his country attor. 
ney, for-a guinea or two, will hold his tongue when 








“he fliould take an appeal.—Caufes come before pref. 
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byteries often by peticiot.=¥f che majorite of the 
court grant an uncont{titational petition, the party yi 
not appeal when they have got their will.—'The fens 
teuces of pretbyterics, will, therefore, in many cafes 
become final, and ferious evils to the conflitution bes 
come irremediable. The wifdom of our fathets pro* 
vided, that any member of court might, by complaints 
procure the review and reverfal of animproper fentencts 
One third of the caufes which come before the Af- 
fembly are brought thither by complaint ; and wé 
all have feen, that the Affembly hath often judged 
it neceflary, upon public grounds, and where nd 
patty was appealing, to reverfe fentences which havé 
come before them in this form, ne quid detrimenth 
ecclefia caperet. If the overture pafles as it is, theré 
will henceforth be no review of any caufe by com- 
plaint. Yes, fays the Overture, members may ftill 
complain, te the fole effe? of bringing cenfure on their 
brethren. This claufe is an intalt to the order, ac 
which, as aclergyman, | feel fomething like indig- 
nation. What! Is there fo much of the fpirit of 
malevolence among us, that we wil! go to the Ge- 
neral Affembly with a caufe, aod fet our brethrea 
at the bar, in the fole expectation that we»may be 
able to have them rebuked from the chair. _I have 
feen very worthy men complainers; but I never 
heard them crave, that their brethren might be cen- 
fured for an erroneous featence. No: They came 
to the bar, as the falyrary provifion of the law au- 
thorized thems They pleaded that wrong was dones 
either to an individual, or to the public : They cra- 
ved to have the fentence reverfed ; and when it wag 
reverfed, they were fatisfied; while, at the fame 
moment, they would have been more diftreffed, if 
theit brethren on the other fide of the bar had been 
cenfured, than they could have been by the lofs of 
the caufe which they brought under review. 

When members of lait Affembly began to exprefe 
their alarm at the abolition of the right of complaine 
ing to fuperior courts for redrefs, they were told, 
that this alteration of the con(ticution extended only 
to cafes of fcandal. But this is not the cafe. In. 
the printed Overture it in the ftrongeft terms extends 
to all caufes whatever. But why, even in’cafes of 
fcandal fhould this privilege be taken away? A 
member of prefbytery thinks an innocene men hath 
been unjuftly condemned, or unfairly dealt with in 
the procedure upon his cafe: What thadow of reae 
fon can be afigned why he thould be interdiéted 
from carrying his complaint to the Affembly, and 
from ftanding at the bar befide his injured brov he’. 
to ftate the merits of his caufe, in a fpeech «in 
combered with the quirks of law-logic, but cons’ 
ed with a degree of feeling and effe&, whieh ov 
not be expected from the feed coanfel of the vi 
tunate appellant? It is a found miaxim of policy, 
that no ancient eftablifhed practice ought to be abo- 
lithed, unlefs it hath produced bad effects, which 
the right of complaint never did. 


The propofed form of procefs appears-to be ele .° 


culated as much 4s poflible, to takesthe conduc of. 
bufinefs in general, and particularly of the bar. bufi- 
nefs, out of the hands of the clergy, and to. commit 
it entirely to the dawyers. The humiliation of the. . 
clergy .receives the coup de grace in the concluding 
paragraph, which I fhall bring forwaid as another 
objection to the Overture.
